Che Queenes molt excellent Pateltte therefoze tenderly conſydering the pzemiſes,ftraightly chargeth and 
commaundeth al Juſtices of afliſes, Juſtices of peace, Batozs,Sherifles, Baylifles,and other head officers 
of Cities, Bozroughes,and Townes cozpozate,and the Lozdes,Stewardes,Baylitles, and other officers of 
Leetes, Lawdaxes,and libertics, 4 al and ſinguler Conſtables, Third bozroughes, Tithingmen, Church- 
wardens, and alotber her highneſle ſublectes, to whom the executyng 02 puttyng in vze ofthe ſame latute 
any way may apparteyne, that euery one of them, accozdyng to his office, place, and callyng, do thetr btter- 
moſt endeuour foz the due execution of the ſayde ſtatute : and that they the ſayde Bayliffes, Conſtables,
